Washington, Oct. 31.—The big 


news in the coal strike situation 
today was the federal court's 
order forbidding the walkout. It 
was followed by a long line of de- 
velopments and opened the door 
to wide possibilities. 


The principal leaders in the 


miners' union met the court's ac- 
tion with denunciation as a "vio- 
lation of constitution^ rights," 
declaration that it cane too late 
to reach their men witha counter- 
manding order, and with predic- 
tions that it would be disregarded 
anyway.

During the night, mixed re- 


ports were coming m from the 
mining states of men who decided 
to remain at*" work and others 
ivent on strike despite the court's 
restraining order. It is not poss-

Outline of Conditions Leading 


Up to Calling of Miners Strike 


Ths** are the outstanding fact* concerning the deal strike and 


what led up to it. 


United Mine Workers of America, meeting at Cleveland September 


23, sounded the first strike alarm by declaring the war-time wage 
agreement ended on November 1. 


Executive officers charged with the duty of negotiating a new 


agreement were ordered to stand out for three demands, and if not 
granted, to issue a strike call for more than 400,000 soft coal miners 
in 88 states. These demands were. A five-day working week, a six- 
hour day, and a wage increase of 60 per cent 


At scale committee meetings at Buffalo and Philadelphia miners 


and operators threshed over their differences without settlement 
Representatives of the miners contended that their demands were not 
arbitrary, that the 60 per cent, wage increase was set as a basis for 
negotiation, that a six-hour day meant actual time (he miners were 
to work underground. 


The miners insisted on a five-day week, they said, because the/e 


were not four days a week of work the year round for each miner. 
They contended by limiting each miner to five days there would be a 
more equitable distribution of the work. The leaders denied that it 
was the beginning of a nation-wide campaign for a shorter working 
schedule. 


After failure of the two sides to get together, the strike order was 


issued and Secretary of Labor Wilson, acting by direction of the Pres- 
ident'* cabinet, immediately called into conference the heads of the 
mining and operating associations. Subsequently, the full scale com- 
mittees of each were called in and various proposals were offered and 
rejected.. 


The final proposal was made by President Wilson. It suggested 


negotiation without reservation, submission of question* still In dispute 
with the failure of negotiations to arbitration, and continued operation 
of the mines pending final settlement. 


The operators, as set forth in a statement by Secretary Wilson, ac- 


cepted the offer in its entirety, the miners accepted the offer of nego- 
tiation and "held the other two for consideration later " 
This, as ex- 


plained by Secretary Wilson, abruptly ended the conference. 


The miners in the series of conferences charged that while the 


war-time agreement still bound them to work at the old war-time wage 
scale, it removed restrictions on the war price of coal and permitted 
operators to charge what they pleased. This, they declared, had led 
to profiteering. 


An appeal to the miners by President Wilson and announcement 


by Attorney General Palmer that the strike would be considered 
"iHegal" failed to- bring about the rescinding of the strike order.

Thousands of Miners 


Obey The Strike Call 


Springfield, 111., Oct. 31.—Approxi- 


mately 80,000 soft coal mines in Illinois 
had obeyed the strike order of their 
officials by 5 o'clock this afternoon, 
according to announcements at state 
miners' headquarters. 


The strikers were encouraged in 


circulars prepared tonight by Frank 
Farrington. district miners' president, 
to pay no attention to threats that 
troops would be used. 


Pittsburgh, Oct. 31.—Union miners 


in Central and Western Pennsylvania 
late this afternoon and tonight picked 
u-> their tool* and left the bituminous 
coal mines in aswer to the strike call 
of the United Mine of Workers of 
America, according to reports received 
by their leaders here.

Samuel Gompers Denounce* 
Government's Action In Secur- 


ing Restraining Order 


PLEADS LABOR'S CAUSE 


Declares Manipulation Ot Mine 


Owners Is Responsible For 


Industrial Troubles 


Washington, Oct. 31. — Samuel 


Gompers, speaking tonight for or- 
ganized labor, declared the in- 
junction in the coal strike case 
"can only result in creating new 
and more disturbing issues which 
may not be confined solely to the 
miners." 


The statement, issued jointly by 


Mr. Gompers Vice President "Woll 
and Secretary Morrison, of the 
federation, after they had protest- 
ed to Attorney General Palmer 
against the action of the federal 
court at Indianapolis, follows: 


"Throughout the period of the 


war and during the nation's time 
of stress, the miners of America 
labored 
patiently, patriotically 


and arduously in order that the 
principles of freedom and demo- 
cracy might triumph over the 
forces of arbitratry 
authority, 


dictatorship and despotism.

from the Quartermaster's corps, and 
that a separate department of the 
government should be organized to co- 
ordinate and supervise military, naval 
and commercial aeronautics. He con- 
sidered the department's request for 
231 general staff officers excessive, and 
made clear hi* opposition to an effort 
by the staff to extend its authority 
into the details of the department'* 
bureau* and of the line. 


Universal Training Esacntiitl. 


General Pershing said universal 


military training was essential to pre- 
paredness.

all our young men. Through service 
it increases their physique, it broad- 
ens their view of life, and it's demo- 
cratic."
